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Diary of Liu Ta-Joaa Mission to Eng- 
land. 



[From tho" Nineteenth Century.] 
The following translations aro from 
the diary of his Excellency Liu, who 
went to England as joint minister with 
Kuo Ta-jen in tho autumn of 1876, 
ufler tho conclusion of the Chefoo 
Convention. The diary was written 
in obedience to instructions issued by 
the Office of Foreign Affairs at Peking 
to till China's representatives abroad, 
directing them to keep a record of 
what they saw and heard in foreign 
countries for the information of the 
home government and it has been print- 
mi mid circulated amongst the high 
officers of the empire only. By far the 
"tenter part of the book describes more 
or less accuratly facts which came under 
the author's observation in England — 
more interestine, of .course, to his fel- 
low countrymen than to foreigners, 
who know what Lin Ta-jen saw, but 
want to know what ho thought. Those 
passages only in which the minister 
expresses his inferences and opinions 
have been translated. 

Lin Ta-jen is probably a fair repre- 
sentative of the literary, and therefore 
ruling, class in China, and his opin- 
ions on European civilization, are in- 
teresting on that account. Ho shall 
b pi ak for himself. — F. S. A. Bourne. 

INSIGNIFICANT NUMBER OF TROOPS STA- 
TIONED AT SINGAPORE, ETC, 

111 amount of shipping the Strait 
Settlements hardly yield to Hong Kong. 
Hut the number of troops docs not ex- 
ceed two or three hundred men at each 
of 1 1 10 three stations — Singapore, Be- 
iiuug and Malacca. Even at Ceylon, 
an island by no means insignificant in 
size, only four hundred men are station- 
ed. It would seem that to get possess- 
of trading stations all over the world, 
for die advantage of her commerce, is 
a principle of British policy ; but, being 
unwilling to face the expenditure which 
the maintenance of large garrisons at 
many points would involve, the British 
at last hit upon the expedient of tele- 
graph lines and steam vessels. The 
French invented steam-vessels, but the 
English brought them to their present 
state of perfection. Thus, by means of 
rapid communication, the English effect 
a great saving of military expenditure- — 
an excellent device. But Russia in- 
tends to extend her seaboard to tho 
south at the expense of Turkey, and, 
should the latter power succumb, the 
Russians will come down the Red Sea, 
like water from an upturned jar, and 
England will not only have to watch 
over the safety of India, but to main- 
tain large military garrisons at Aden 
and all the stations on the southeast. 
England will then have to be on the 
quivivein every direction ; she will not 
be able to secure the safety of so many 
stations ; and she will be in the position 
of the crouching wolf who, if he moves 
forward, treads on his dewlap, and, if 
he moves back,, on his tail. 

JOINT STOCK ENTERPRISE, 
In China, whenever a great work is 
undertaken, the necessary expenses has 
to be defrayed from tho Stato excheq- 
uer; and this is no dou! t a great bar to 
improvement. But although we might 
wish the people to learn t he foreign cus- 
tom in this particular (joint-stock en- 
terprise), we cannot force them to do 
so. Habits of fraud and deceit are 
common in China, and are becoming 
every day more so. When two or three 
persons put a hundred or so together 
for purposes of trade, unless each one 
of them gives his most careful personal 
attention to the affair, he will be rob- 
bed by absconding partners and shop- 
men. " If, then, it were a question of 
hundreds of thousands, who would be 
confiding enough to risk his money 1 

RAILWAYS. 

But if railways were laid down in 
China the largo class engaged in the 
transport of men and goods — carters, 
boatmen, trackers, tfeo. — would find 
their, occupation gone. Now for hun- 
dreds of years it has been a principle of 
Chinese rule that no measure likely to 
injure the people should bo entertained. 

In the number of tourists, rich mer- 
chants, and those who go to reside in 
foreign countries for purposes of trade, 
China cannot compare with the States 
of Europe. But the capital required 
for railway enterprise is considerable, 
;;:'.d,. if high freight is not charged, 
financial failure must result, Now the 
Chinese are habitually frugal, and the 
goods transported from place to place 
are chiefly the common necessaries of 
every day life, the profit on which is 
very" inconsiderable. Suppose five tons 
of common produce had to be conveyed 
three hundred and fifty miles the freight 
by railway might be about .£300 ('?), 
and - although. the time taken in transit 
would be very short, who would be in- 
clined to support a railway at mi" 1 

Pr Forihis roMpxi—exceptliig, perhaps, 



a few of the richest commercial houses 
in each province — merchants would 
not transport their goods by railway. 
Thanks to the tender care which tho 
Government has for the common peo- 
ple, they live at homo in peace and 
plenty, and would certainly not. wish 
to leave their native village unless for 
strong reasons. Rich men might oc- 
casionally indulge in excursions to 
places of interest in their own neigh- 
borhood, but they would not need to go 
far to satisfy their curiosity ; certainly 
they would not travel five or ten thou- 
sand miles, as foreigners seem to think 
they must do if they wish to escape the 
charge of provincialism. Granted that 
a railway were constructed in China, 
at first crowds of people, in wonder at 
so strange and ingenious a contrivance 
would rush to try tho now sensation; I 
beliove that in half a year's time the 
number of passengors would be so small 
that the daily receipts would scarcely 
pay the daily expenses for coal, wages, 
etc., to say nothing of interest on capi- 
tal. But economy of the State's re- 
sources and care for the preservation 
of the people are fixed principles of 
China's polity ; and she will never be 
willing to disturb the peaceful existence 
of her subjects, or fruitlessly lavish her 
riches on a measure adapted to tho 
ends of thoso who wish to become 
wealthy too fast. In short, railways 
aro no more practicable in China than 
Buddhism is in Europe : different sys- 
tems aro not to be forced into tho 
same groove. And, as I told the inter- 
preter, whom Sir T. Wade sent with 
mo to England, if foreigners press their 
arguments in favor of railways, we 
must tell them outright that this is a 
matter of internal administration, with 
which foreigners can have no right to 
meddle, since China is an independent 
State. Thus we can close their argu- 
ment by bringing against them a princi 
pie of their own international law, and 
they can have no more to say. 

THE JAPANESE. 

Sapan has made her administrative 
system accord with that of European 
States ; and she has copied Western 
dress, ceremony and customs. Accor 
dingly Europeans despise tho Japanese, 
as having sacrificed their own natural 
tastes and habits in theddsire to accord 
with those of another race. Ts 'ai Kuo 
hsiang, commander of a Chinese gun- 
vessel, said to me : "When we meet 
foreigners at dinner wo should eat in 
the Chinese fashion ; when a foreigner 
takes off his hat to us, we should bow 
with our hands raised in return. If 
we give up our own customs and learn 
theirs, they will surely laugh at us." 
Jung Hung, a Chinese official, wears 
foreign clothes, and on this account 
Dr. Macartney said that he had reason 
to be ashamed of himself. Chinese 
officials who aro serving in foreign 
countries, should take warning from 
this. 

SUITS OF ARMOR AT MALTA. 

I noticed that this armor would fit a 
man of about four feet odd high ; and 
I was told that a hundred years ago this 
was tho average height of an English- 
man. At the present day the English 
are all above tivo feet high, and some 
reach six feet. Can there be any other 
reason for this than the escape from the 
ground [and effect on the race] of the 
earth's spirit 1 

ASSAULT ON LEGATION SERVANT — UNEX- 
PECTED CIVILITY OF THE ENGLISH. 

One of the legation servants was 
walking out to make purchases, when 
ho met a drunken Londoner, who began 
to brandish his arms, and catching hold 
of our man, knocked off his hat. Tie 
was taken into custody by the police, 
and brought before the lord mayor for 
trial and punishment. The office of lord 
mayor is tho same as that of village 
elder in China. In England the local 
busiess of government is all perform- 
ed by such persons. Tho lord mayor 
considered this man's offence, in molest- 
ing a member of the Chinese mission 
before it had been many days in Eng- 
land, a grave one, and sentenced him to 
two months' imprisonment with hard 
labor, that others might take warning. 
The people were, moreover, requested, 
by a notice printed in the newspapers, 
to unito in protecting the members of 
tho mission. All oflicial notifications 
are made known in England by means 
of the newspaper, The minister Kuo 
wrote to the Earl of Derby asking that 
the man might bo pardoned ; but no 
reply was received. 

On our way to England, also, a pas- 
senger on the steamer insulted my ser- 
vant, upon wiiich tho captain put the 
former on land at Aden, and it was only 
through my intercession that the man 
was taken on board again. 

I had always regarded the English 
as a people living in small contemptible 
islands, of unbridled violence, and with 
out an idea of deference or politeness. 
T was therefore surprised at the way in 



beds down below in houses one hundred 
feet high, arealmost always conscious of 
a noise above them, and know when a 
train is passing overhead by its low, 
continuous rumble, as of thunder; while 
to one seated in the train the people be- 
low look liko tho warp and woof of some 
texture, and the streets, lanes, and inar- 
ket-places liko deep interstices in a 
mountain -sttlc ; or one is inclined to be- 
lieve that they are channels cut out 
of tho ground, and to forget that one is 
on a bridge far up above them. It 
is us ono were on a lovel with the top- 
most point of a pasioda, and able, by 
stooping, to touch the mastheads of tall 
ships as they passed. When 1 (irst reach- 
ed London everything that I saw fright- 
ened and astonished me. 

A RECEPTION AT BUCKINGHAM PALACE. 

The women were nude about the 
arms and neck, and did not even avoid 
coming in contact with the men. They 
held flowers in their bands. Their 
caps and dresses were of several colors ; 
tho latter were folded into many pleats 
behind, having the appearance of a 
wasp's nest, and end iii a train which 
drags on the ground for five or six feet 
behind them. All who know one an- 
other shake hands without distinction 
of sox. Tho officers in waiting hold up 
the trains of the ladies who advance to 
bo introduced, lest by stepping on them 
they should fall over and lose counten- 
ance. 

CAPITAL AND LABOR. 

[After a description of what ho saw 
at the Times office, Liu Taj&n says :] 
Although a good ninny men aro employ- 
ed in tho Times oflico and in delivering 
the paper at the houses of subscribers, 
the number engaged in attending to the 
machinery is very small. If two men 
look after the typo and five or six regu- 
late the machinery, that is enough. It 
seems to me that if no machinery were 
used in printing the Times, but hand 
labor alone, there would be no difficulty 
in turning out the necessary number of 
copies. Each workman might bo order- 
ed to preoare a separate type, and, as 
soon as the composition of the paper was 
concluded, a time might be fixed by 
which each man should produce one 
hundred copies. If this plan were fol- 
lowed twenty-eight hundred men would 
be employed to produco tho two hun- 
derd and eighty thousand copies requir- 
ed ; and if tho daily receipts — 
375 (j) — were divided amongst these 
twenty-eight hundred men, each 
man would get rather over §1.50 
a day ; and, although living 
is dear in England, this sum would 
suffice to support a family of eight per- 
sons, and thus a population of more 
than twenty thousand souls would live 
by this industry alono. Why, then, 
use machinery and rob theso twenty 
thousand men of their means of exist- 
ence I But this is the very reason why 
England is so rich. The English aro a 
hard working race, and they have mil- 
lions of devices for getting money. If 
one man invents a machine and makes 
a fortune, his neighbors immediately 
set to work to invent another that shall 
excel it and carry off the coveted gains. 
Power in design and skill in execution 
advance hand in hand toward the end 
in view. Tho more the faculty of in- 
vention is used, the sharper it becomes; 
the more goods manufactured, the more 
there are for consumption ; tho more 
wealth amassed, tho greater the num- 
ber of rich families able to purchase. 
Thus all sorts of goods find an easy 
market, the lower classes a means of 
subsistence, and the national exche- 
quer a source of wealth. In London, 
in making purchases or presents, one 
uses gold and not copper, To buy the 
commonest articlo or reward the small- 
est service is an expensive matter ; it 
is not often that a shilling will suffice. 
Money is so easily obtained that there 
is no scruple in spending it freely. Tbo 
yearly expenditure of the English na- 
tion amounts to over .£100,000,000. 
Money is liberally voted for the educa- 
tion of tbo people, and the large sums 
thus expended are not grudged in con- 
sideration of the number of the popu- 
lation. For suppose a government 
contentedly leaving tens of thousands 
of its people to be supported by a single 
industry ; they might sett'e quietly 
down to the drudgery of their work 
without a gleam of ambition or hope 
of better fortune in the futuro, and, 
although they might be saved the pros- 
pect of death from starvation, would 
there not be a great waste of power 
and intelligence, a great obstruction of 
tho very source of wealth 1 In Enj* 
land there is strong competition, 
everything connected with th&sibility 
ical arts. When there is f is too in- 
of making money no ions for an Eii"- 
significant or too laJoo long or danger- 
hshman, nojou.ni of both sexes aro 
ouf.

ment with this opinion, I beg to offer 
the following explanation: Well, then, 
this "true knowledge" of theirs simply 
consists in various feats of deft mani- 
pulation — knowledge that can turn out 
a machine, and nothing more. Is not 
this what Tsu Hsia means when ho 
says: "Something may be learned by 
enquiry into the most insignificent doc- 
trine (fit, road); but the wise man will 
not follow it far, lest ho finds himself 
in the mire of its follies and absurdi- 
ties." Tho doctrino handed down to 
us from our holy men of old may be 
summed up in two words, humanity 
and justice. A man who follows tho 
the precepts of humanity and justice 
is beautiful in his spoech of humanity 
in his actions. The great object of 
those two virtues is conformity to tho 
principles which should rule tho re- 
lations between princo and officer, 
father and son, older and younger 
brothers, husband and wife, and friend 
and friend. . . . (Here follows a 
long disquisition on tho results of tho 
due observance of the duties entailed 
by the above five relationships.) At 
present, tho nations of Europe think it 
praiseworthy to relieve the poor and to 
help tho distressed, and are therefore hu- 
mane in this one respect; they think it 
important to be fair nnd truthful, and 
are therefore just in this one respect. 
If Europeans, in truth, understood tha 
duties resulting from the five relation- 
ships, then we should discern the effects 
in their lives. Love between princo 
and minister, father and son, elder and 
younger brothers, husband and wife, 
friend and friend, would bring due 
subordination and careful fulfillment of 
relative duties; peace and order would 
reign supreme; there would be no angrv 
rivalry or unrestrained greed, making 
use of dead ly weapons to bring destruc- 
tion on mankind. But do we see these 
results in Western countries'! No, in- 
deed! Their whole energy is centred 
in the manufacture of different kinds 
of machines— steam-vessels and locomo- 
tives to bring rapid returns of profit, 
guns and rifles to slay their fellowmen. 
Thev rival one another in their greed, 
and in cunning methods of acquiring 
wealth; they say they are rich and 
mighty; and put it all down to their 
true knowledge, forsooth I 

But' from tbo timo when the heavens 
were spread out and the earth catno 
into existence, China can boast a con- 
tinuous lino of great men; so that 
man's wants have been better supplied 
each day than tho one before it, and 
our languago immeasurably excels those 
of Europe in strength and depth. Prop- 
erty is wealth to tho foreigner; mode- 
ration in his desires to the Chinese j 
material power is might to the foreign- 
er; to livo and let livo is might to the 
Chinese. But tho heaping up of words 
will not explain these principles. China 
forbids strange devices (machinery) in 
order to prevent confusion; she encour- 
ages humanity and justice as the very 
foundation of good government; and 
this will be her policy forever. Yet 
foreigners say that such principles aro 
profitless. Profitless, indeed! Profit- 
able, rather, bevond expression!

Periodically thisproviuce is invited to 
"rise" above sectional differences, to 
."rise" above party prejudices, to "risa" 
above personal feeling, to "rise" above 
the discussion of parish grievances, and 
to "rise" to the emergency, the crisis, 
or the occasion, as the case may be. 
We have just been reading the reports 
of the speeches and resolutions of 
which the meeting lately held at New 
Westminster eased itself, and in com 
paring them with the speechesdelivered 
in the local House have come to the 
conclusion that the politicians of this 
province — either on Mainland or 
Island, (and particularly on Mainland) 
cannot or will not "rise" to tlio con- 
sideration of any project, scheme or 
enterprise that would tend to advance 
the country politically or materially, 
without dragging in purely sectional 
matter. The hist petition to the Queen 
was a graver blunder than the first. 
Seven years ago the province declared 
war upon the Liberal party of Canada 
believing that party to bo the natural 
enemies of railway construction. To day 
it more than repeats tho blundor by 
distrusting and quarreling with the 
Conservative party, which is composed 
of its recognized friends, for no other 
reason than that our indiscreet delegate 
to Ottawa in the interest of tho Car- 
narvon" terms quarreled with Sir John 
Macdonald and thereby closed tho door 
to further negotiation with Sir Joun's 
government. The provincialgovernment 
elected to appeal to London and the House 
endorsed that appeal. Of the 25 mem- 
bers composing tho House 20 voted to 
sustain the action of the government. 
In the majority there were ten Main- 
land members and ten Island members. 
As between the two sections it eras a 
standoff with tho representatives. Both 
sections are, therefore, equally respon- 
sible for the appeal, and the Mainland 
cannot be allowed to escape from 
its share of responsibility by tho pas- 
sage of a series of (ire-eating resolutions 
and uttering a storm of stridulent in- 
vective, dignified by the title of 
" speeches," aimed at the Island — 
as if it wete the Island alone that com- 
plains of ill-treatment and broken 
pledges. What is the burthen of the 
last ill-considored,U!igrnminatical and in- 
judicious petition 1 The non-fulfilment 
of the Carnarvon terms. And what 
do those terms require ? The construe 
tion of a line of railway on the Island 
from Esquimalt to Nanaitno and an 
annual expenditure of not less than 
§2,000,000 in railway construction on the 
mainland. And yet we Bud the har- 
angues of the Westminster orators all 
breathing vengeance against the Island, 
— beginning with hypocritical profes- 
sions of patriotism and non -sectional- 
ism, and ending in narrow-min :lod 
" screeds " against the Island. Con- 
demning their members for city and 
. district for voting in the interest of the 
Island. Patting three Mainland mem- 
bers 'on their backs for crying "Got 
thee behind me, Satan," to the seduc- 
tive wiles of the Islanders. Will our 
-Westminster friends assert that there 
is no sectionalism in this ; no stirring 
up of Mainland against Island ; no 
misstating of the sentiments of the 
petition; no attempt to misrepresent 
Victoria and Vancouver Island at Ot- 
tawa in the interest of tho Mainland ? 
They will not have the hardihood to 
assert that, and thoy had better cast 
aside the sheep's clothing, discard the 
eagle's plumes and stand revealed in 
their true character. The New West- 
ministeriatiB imagine they see in the 
Island's difficulty their opportunity. 
They seek to make capital for their 
section, hoping thereby to hasten the 
building of the missing link of road 
between Emory City and some undefin- 
ed harbor or locality on the shore of 
Burrard Inlet. The petition of the 
government, endorsed by the House, is 
a mistake. Mr. DeCosjios should 
have been recalled and another delegate 
to Ottawa substituted; but if the gov- 
ernment thought an appeal necessary 
they had the power of petition through 
the medium of an order in council, as 
they did in 1874, and then there would 
have been no opportunity for opposition 
or fuss ai.d no capital made out of the 
blunder by ambitious communities and 
impracticable village politicians. But, 
supposing the prayer of the petition to 
have been answered favorably and the 
Imperial government to have decided 
that a money compensation shall be 
paid by Canada to British Columbia 
for tho noufultilment of tho Carnar- 
von compact, that compensation will 
be paid to whom 1 not to the Island; 
but "to the Province." Dr. Asa's am- 
endment claimed the compensation for 
the Island, but the amendment was 
voted down with the assistance of Main- 
land members. It will thus be seen 
how unreasonable and dishonest the 
Mainland agitation is, and how con- 
temptible are the efforts of Westmin- 
ster speechifiers to fasten the entire 
responsibility of the petition on the 
Island. Tho petition, as we have said, 
was a biundor; but the Westminster 
resolutions— which were conceived in a 
Bpirit cf hitter sectionalism — aro a 
erime.

THE 'WESTMINSTER "WAE-'WAH. 

Synopsis of the most Highly Season- 
ed Speeches. 

■We published the resolutions paaied at 
tho Westminster meeting yostorday. We 
now present a synopsis from tho .report in 
tho Iferald and Guardian of tho most 
enorgetic speoches dulivored on that occa- 
sion. 

Mr. Lord regretted that our representa- 
tives, or those who should have represent- 
ed us, in tho legislature should have given 
their votes and support to such an unwise 
step as tho present appeal to England. He 
was a member of tho central committeo 
which worked for those men at tho last 
election, but ho felt heartily ashamed of 
them now. Ho referred to the previous 
meeting (on tho 21st) and said that, with 
tho instructions from his constituents in 
his hands, tho membor for this city had 
voted for DeCosmos' mission to England, 
and was, therefore, no longer deserving 
the confidonco of the people. 

Mr. Ferris, in seconding the resolution, 
said that tho Dominion government risk- 
ed its political oxistonco in our interost, 
and we should do everything in ourpowor 
to show our gratitude. Mr. Mackenzie 
threw dust in our eyes, moving tho steel 
rails for election purposos, and never in- 
tended building tho road. (No, no, from 
Mr. Robson.) 

Mr. J. C. Armstrong said a great Gen- 
oral (J) once said, "England expects 
every man to do hia duty," and ho hoped 
New Westminster would do hers. Tho 
potition published in tho Staxtdard was 
not tho real petition, but tho map ho held 
in his hand. We had a member at Otta- 
wa whoso duty it was to keep him (Mr. J. 
C. A.) posted on terminus matters. The 
Carnarvon club in Victoria had millions 
of dollars to expend and when Sir John 
assumed power they caused an order to 
stop tho steel rails to be issued. Tho 
local government had secSred Messrs. 
Brown and MeGillivray for blunderbusses 
to blow up tho hospital and Mr. Harris 
as a popgun to shout the four doctors. He 
referred to tho time boiiio of tho electors 
of this city put their hands deep into their 
pockots to send an advocato to Ottawa, 
who with his map and report did valuable 
service; and now our member sonds Do- 
Cosmos to England at tho expenso of tho 
country with a trunk full of fraudulent 
maps to try and take the terminus away 
from the mainland altogethor! Ho con- 
cluded by regrotting that tho member 
for this city had not thought fit to como 
to tho meeting, as he (Mr. Armstrong) 
would have had moro to say had ho been 
prosont. 

Mr. Kennedy proceeded to deliver a 
moral lecture upon tho relative sins and 
responsibilities oi electors and elected. 
He said ho had advised Mr. Brown not to 
stand at tho last election, as ho did not 
consider him fit to ropresent this commu- 
ity at Victoria; but ho blamed the peoplo 
for not having called their member to ac- 
count for supporting tho Carnarvon term3 
tho session beforo last, — terms which lie 
was pledged and eleeteil to oppose. Hud 
tho people dono their duty then, tho 

E resent calamity would in all proeability 
avo boon averted. Ho exhorted tho 
electors to go homo and sit down in sack- 
cloth and ashes and risk God to forgive 
thorn for such deroliction of duty. For 
tho past 10 years ho did not remember 
nny representative from this district who 
had resisted tho influonco of government 
champagne, and tho peoplo supported 
thorn because somo of them expected to 
obtain government contracts. He ro- 
memborod when Mr. Walkom came from 
Cariboo, clothed in a red shirt and can- 
vas pants, he (Mr. W.) circulated a pe- 
tition to get himself admitted to practice 
at tho bar; when ho. was admitted ho re- 
turned to Cariboo and was elected rcpro- 
sontativo to tho old legislative council, 
and one of his first acts was to veto for 
tho removal of the capital to Victoria, 
and yet for seven years after, three- 
fourths of tho people supported him bo- 
causo he had money to spend. Mr. Wal- 
kem was a great manojuvorer. He (Mr. 
K.) advised Mr. Brown not to run 
at tho last provincial election. Ho told 
him it was impossible to resist tho kind- 
ness of Victoria folk. Marcus Smith was 
taken sick at Victoria and thoy treated 
him so kindly that ho would not inspect 
tho Frasor route. He did not know any 
man strong enough to resist tho subtle 
influences brought to bear. As for him- 
self (Mr, K.) ho was not so 'strongmindod 
as a gentleman who had addressed them 
from that platform at a temperance meet- 
ing, and did not know that he could re- 
sist tho temptation. Mr. Brown had up- 
set tho Walkom government, then tho 
Elliott government, and tho peoplo wore 
satisfiod. 

Mr. J. W. Howison seconded tho reso- 
lution in a short but sensible SDoech. Ho 
said somo think tho meeting was a littlo 
out of its latitude in including tho mem- 
bers for the district; but both himself and 
the mover were voters in the district and, 
therefore, had a right to take their mem- 
bor to task for what ho had done. Tho 
present appeal to England ho concoivod 
to bo unwise, unkind and unjustifiable at 
a time when the Dominion Government 
wore doing all in their power for us. It 
was insulting to tho Dominion Govern- 
ment and wrong. 

Mr. Robson in addressing the meeting 
said it was unworthy of Mr. Ferris' grey 
hairs to disparago Mr. Mackenzie. He 
was out of office now, and had no offices 
to bestow, and it was a bad sign to abuse 
him and praiso tho present premier. He 
had tho means of knowing that Mr. Mac- 
kenzie was in earnest. This was a criti- 
cal time in terminus history, a special 
agent being now engaged in reporting, and 
the terminus question was not settled. 

Mr. Ferris hoped if Mr. Robson obtain- 
ed grey hairs ho would wear them with 
as much honor as he (Mr. F.) did. 

The resolutions in both cases were de- 
clared carried.

On Wednesday, between Yale and Em 
ory, while Mr. Cambie, chief engineer of 
tho Yale-Savona railway, was driving a 
team of horses attached to a buggy in 
which were seated Mrs. Cambie and a 
child, the horses took fright andran away, 
throwing the occupants with great vio- 
lence to tho ground and smashing tho 
vehicle. Mr. Cambie was badly but not 
seriously bruised, the child escaped un- 
hurt; but Mrs. Cambio, wo are sorry to 
say, sustained injuries of a very serious 
nature. Sho fell on her right' sido and 
head. Her face i3 badly cut and ono oar 
is nearly severed.

A telegram to this office 
from Yalu last evening stated that the 
unfortunate lady's condition was still cri- 
tical, but that the symptoms were slightly 
inprovod.

The Western Slope. —This Through 
to Yale steamer has had a large gang of 
men at work on her for about throo 
weeks and will be launched about noxt 
sday or Friday. A water tank 20 
feet by M anil HA feet deep has boon put 
into the vessel; it extends from sido to 
side and is so constructed that it will hold 
water as ballast in crossing tho Gulf the 
water to bo pumped out whon the steamer 
enters the river. Tho boat is in 12 
watertight compartments and will keep 
afloat should an accident happen 
to nny part of her. Tho guards 
have been reduced a foot on 
each sido and made stronger. The 
planks on tho bottom and around the 
bilges, wherever in any way chafed, 
have been replaced with new ones. Boil- 
ers and machinery have been thoroughly 
overhauled and put in first class condi- 
tion. Tho Slopo has been thoroughly re- 
novated and repainted throughout and is 
in evory particular a hotter and stronger 
boat then when she was first put on tho 
Cassiar routo.

Petnberton for six months' hard labor 
within the precincts of the gaol yard 
awaits her.

Ono thousand dozen eggs may bo 
counted in five minutes, largo or small 
oggs will fit in the same sockets, and it is 
constructed to revolve so that an egg may 
bo mado to occupy a new position each 
day.

A St. John's, Newfoundland, dis- 
patch says: Y'e ancient colony is ter- 
ribly excited over the railway question. 
The octogenarian engineer, O. F. Ben- 
net, has issued an inflammatory ad- 
dress denouncing the whole railway 
scheme as a plot to inveigle the colony 
into confederation with Canada. A 
great many petitions have been pre- 
sented against the scheme, and tho de- 
bate in the Houso promises to rival 
in length and bitterness the famous 
Syndicate debato in the Canadian com- 
mons. Last year tlio government de- 
cided to make surveys for building a 
new lino across the island. The sur- 
veys were made and now two syndi- 
cates oiler to construct the road. One, 
represented by Mr. E. W. Plunkett, 
of a former firm of Shanly i- Plunkett, 
of Montreal, names three propositions : 
1st, to build tho railway as far as Ex- 
ploits Bay river, some 300 miles, to uso 
native labor as far as possible, to man- 
ufacture the engines, cars, plant, ma- 
chinery, <fco., in the colony, and to ask 
nothing from tho government until 
some 50 or GO miles of road bavo been 
built or §400,000 expended; tho colony 
to assume liabilities as follow : — 8500,- 
000 this year, $100,000 in 1882, §175,- 
000 in 1883 and $250,000 in 1884. 
The Government can at any time pur- 
chase the road by assuming any mort- 
gage and repaying capital with interest 
at six per cent. They ask tho govern- 
ment to give thoin land, right of way, 
i&C., toadmit rails freeof duty, toprovido 
steamers along the coast to collect 
freight, passengers, dso., to the railway, 
and give $5000 acres of land per mile 
of road. Mr. Plunkett's second pro- 
posal is to build and equip 250 to 400 
miles, anil operuto afterwards for an 
annual paymont of $1,000 and 5000 
acres of land per mile, the land 
to include all tho timber, mines, 
minerals, etc. His third proposal is 
that if government will guarantee the 
financiering of the money market, and 
secure him against risks, he will build 
it for the net cost and five per cent, 
added. Mr. Plunkett makes a supple- 
mentary proposal to build a lino from 
St. John's to Hall's Bay at the same 
rate, and to allow a sinking fund of 1 
per cent., reducing the colonial obliga 
tion of $250,000 per annum to 37 
years. Tho second syndicate, composed 
of Americans, propose to build tho line 
the same as tho first syndicate, with ad- 
ditions of branches to Harbour Grace, 
Clark's Beach and Fortune Bay, in all 
400 miles. They ask an annual subsi- 
dy of $250,000 for 35 years, and fee 
simple grant of ten square miles of 
hind for eacli line of road constructed, 
and remission of duty on nil imported 
materials. The Opposition .oppose 
building the road, and demand an ap- 
peal to the country.

Tho Diroctcu-a in making their Annual Report have to inform tho Subscribers 
that during tho past year thoy have succeeded in purchasing a plot of land of 5 acres 
immediately adjoining the Hospital, for tho purposoof erocting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with the Hospital. Tho Government havo votod a sum of 
money for the erection of tho necessary buildings; but beforo tho works could bo 
commenced the Government required the land to be conveyed to tho Crown, which 
has been done. Tho coming spring will, it is hoped, see this most neceasary adjunct 
to the institutions of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that tho House of Assembly havo passod a rosolution com- 
olotely reversing tho policy under which the Hospital has boon for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto tho Government havo boon contant with hav- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as a rulo these Governmont Directors havo boon 
activo and useful mombors, and havo fully answered tho purposes for which thoy Troro 
placed on the Board. 

Tho other Directors aro tho nominees of the Subscribers. Tho proposed chango 
will he detrimental to tho interests of those for whom a hospital is supported. The 
attontion nocossary to details takes up a great deal of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally an well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and the inevitable result will bo n rocurronco 
to tho worst evils of tho past. Tho interest which tho public now take in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lesson, ami the active and friendly assistanoo given by 
many will hardly be extended to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Directors havo again to expross their thanks to Messrs. DunBinuir and tho 
Vancouvor Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable sociotio» and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to the support of tho institution. 

The affairs of tho Hospital have been economically managed, as will tyo soen by 
tho amount of sufferings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of the expenditure. 

In closing this report the Directors regret that tho chango introduced by tho 
Government will prevent, then! ntrnht oftwiny tlioir xnrvinna, find from thn nnnlirationB 
which havo been received for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
tho chango, they fear that tho closing of ono of tho most useful institutions of the 
Provinco will ultimately bo tho result. 

There yot remains to bo considered the question of tho ownership of tho pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present uso, and how far the pro- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subject the Directors aro not yot in a position to 
give an opinion.

Gentlemen, — I have the honor to submit for your information tho following 
statement of-tho result of medical treatment of patients under my chargo in Royai 
Hospital during tho last year. The number of in-patients, as will bo seen below, is 
less than last year, owing, in u great measure, to so many beds being occupied by in- 
curables. Tho number of out-patients has greatly increased, as I havo had to troat 
as out-patients many who would havo been in-patients had thoro boon vacant bods. 
The number of In-patients admitted 1880. - . - 82 
do Out-patients do ... 200 

Total 282 

Of whom 10 have died from the following causes: — Lung Disoaso, C; Heart Dis- 
oaso, 1; Paralysis, 1; did Age and Exhaustion, 2. Total 10. 

In conclusion I have to express my thanks to my professional brethren, who have 
always rendered me any assistance I was in need of; and I would wish to draw tho
